ThdVt  It  a  suggestion  made,  on  the  initiative 
of  thi  IrMlih  Prime  Minister,  for  a  world  cco- 
n^mld  MBference.  WUh  ttid  «xe«pklon  of  the 
United  States  all  the  Powers  seem  wlllinK  to  par- 
ticipate,, but  Irom  Washington  comes  acceptance 
irith  llM  nmmUkm  that  nelthtc  war  datald  nor 
tariffs  should  be  discussed.  Since  the  monetary 
situation  Irom  an  International  viewpoint  !• 
IdbstrkaMy  bound  up  with  both  war  dtfeto  and 
Uifltts  It  would  be  futile  to  hold  an  economic 
oAiftrence  In  which  diacusalon  of  these  is  barred. 
Obviously,  therefor*,  tht  Unltbd  Btataa  hai,  for 
the  time  being  and  pending  clarlflcatlon  in  Its 
political  fltuaUon,  put  a  quietus  on  a  proposal  to 
solte  the  eooaomir  punlw  of  the  world. 

The  Lausanne  Ckmference  dealt  with  repara- 
tions. No  further  reparations  are  to  b«  paid  for 
three  yearv.  War  debts  have  been  regarded,  to 
an  extent  at  least,  as  dependent  on  the  payment 
of  reparation."!.  The  latter,  after  the  three-year 
moratorium,  are  to  be  pared  down  to  a  fractioi; 
of  what  their  were  as  an  oatoomc  of  the  Young 
Plan.  In  conjunction,  however,  with  what  has 
been  done  in  this  respect  no  move  has  been  made 
t»  eCreet  any  composition  of  war  debts.  There 
the  matter  stands,  and  there  it  must  remain  until 
there  is  a  government  in  power  in  the  United 
0tates  that  will  Tlew  the  9roUea  fMB  the  stand- 
point of  world  economic  recovery. 

The  object  of  a  world  economic  conlerejice 
woBid  be  to  examtaw  sueh  problems  as  monetary 
and  CCfdilt  poltlritff.  to  consider  the  dislocation 
of  exChaaget  and  currency  difficulties  and  prices, 
and  there  Is  no  doubt  that  war  debts  and  tariffs 
would  have  to  be  included  on  the  agenda.  Thus 
any  stipulation  that  the  latter  must  be  excluded 
Crmn  dlseusslon  means  that  some  of  the  ^hlet 
sources  of  economic  troubles  are  to  be  ignored. 
That  would  Indicate  that  such  a  world  confer- 
ence would  start  Its  deliberations  ftvedoomed  to 
failure,  and  it  would  be  a  wa.ste  of  timo  The 
only  logical  move  is  to  postpone  the  conference 
until  after  the  Amwlean  preeldential  elections 
when  a  saner  point  ol  view  may  preraU  in  that 
country.

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No  speculation  about  the  character  of  econ- 
that  can  be  effected  by  the  Provincial 
Government  Is  worth  while  unless  It  Is  based  on 
common  sense.  The  extent  to  which  protlnelal 
expenditures  has  risen  has  been  due  almost  alto- 
gether to  public  clamor.  The  coteries  of  public 
opinion  now  insisting  on  radical  reductions  are 
eempoeed  of  those  very  men  who  were  responsible 
for  the  yearly  Increase  in  provincial  outlays.  Had 
the  advice  of  the  Vancouver  Board  of  Trade,  for 
ll&stanoe,  been  listened  to  a  few  years  ago  the 
province  would  have  been  committed  to  an  ex- 
penditure of  at  least  $30,000,000  in  bringing  about 
the  conqdetlon  of  the  Pacific  Great  Eastern  Rail- 
way into  the  Peace  River  district.  Now  that 
coterie  wants  the  P.Q£.  abandoned  and  trans- 
f  ftned  Into  a  deroliet  right  Of  way.  lodiaTOlte 

face  in  opinion  from  busines."  quarters  Is  hardly 
Understandable.  The  paradox  of  the  situation  is 
tiMit  the  Government  is  blamed  now  for  not  hav- 
iiig  reduced  expenditures,  when  not  long  ago  it 
wis  blamed  and  criticised  for  not  having  en- 
gaged In  outlays  running  into  teas  of  mlUiens  to 
giMtify  the  trade  ambitions  of  Vancouver  inter- 
e|to.  It  was  Vancouver  which  staged  the  "On  to 
tl(»  Veaee^  campaign.  Now  It  has  forgolten  an 
about  that  dream. 

A  lame  feature  of  the  arguments  advanced  by 
tliose  who  are  advocating  reductions  running 
into  millions  In  provincial  expenditures  Is  lack  of 
any  proposal  that  there  should  be  substantial 
cuts  in  the  outlays  for  social  senrioes.  It  Is  In 
social  services  that  radical  reductions  must  be 
made  if  there  ti  to  be  the  economy  advocated.  It 
is  not  only  education  that  must  suffer,  but  pen- 
.sions  of  every  character,  hospitals  and  public 
health.  In  the  meantime  unemployment  relief 
Is  essential,  and  no  advocates  of  economy  appear 
to  have  any  Idea  as  to  how  the  money  shall  be 
raised  for  that  purpose.  The  Vancouver  Board 
of  Trade  believes  thai  the  province  should  in- 
dulge In  no  more  borrowings.  That  would  indi- 
cate a  conception  that  all  unemployment  relief 
should  be  provided  out  of  current  provincial 
M^reato.  inasmuch  as  It  is  aow  costing  the  prov- 
ince upwards  of  $150,000  a  month,  it  is  pertinent 
to  asli  how  such  a  sum  can  be  provided  without 
additional  taxation.  The  fact  is  that,  no  matter 
what  economies  might  be  effected  In  dcpart- 
miuital  outlays,  while  still  enabling  those  depart- 
aiaMa'4o  function  in  the  public,  lateiest,  the 
amount  saved  would  not  meet  the  costs  of  un- 
employment relief.  It  is  in  connection  with  this 
latter  problem  that  all  suggestions  affectlnff 
economy  have  been  strangely  futile. 

It  Is  by  no  means  a  pleasant  commentary  on 
mentality  of  our  people  that  some  crltt^ 
who  are  clamoring  most  loudly  for  provincial 
economies  are  those  who  hav.e  been  hit  hard- 
est by  their  participation  1^  stock  exchange 
gambling.  It  may  well  be  asked  if  it  IS  sports- 
manlike tor  those  who  have  suffered  because 
of  betag  affoeied  by  the  speculaUve  fever  to 
demand  virarioiis  sarrlflces  from  other  sec- 
tions of  the  community  who  have  kept  them- 
selves free  from  the  Wall  Street  fever.  Far 
from  being  sportsmanlike  It  Is  an  exhibition 
of  the  littleness  of  human  nature,  to  the 
extent  that  It  indicates  that  those  who  have 
been  guilty  of  poor  financial  Judgment  want  to 
place  the  blame  of  their  shortcomings  on  tht 
shoulders  of  others.  That  does  not  mean  thai 
eoQMOdsa  cannot  be  put  into  foreo  all  round 
They  are  being  practised  every  day  by  the  Pro 
vlncial  Government  which  has  been  engaged  for 
many  months  past  In  reducing  outlayt.  and  even 
curtailing  the  expenditures  of  votes  provided 
speclficaUy  for  undertakings  by  the  Legislature 
and  votee  whkh  ooold  legitimately  be  spent  The 
Government  never  lets  a  day  pass  without  put- 
ting some  retrenchment  or  other  into  effect  The 
proem  of  «Mcay  eaaaot  tft  liirtMl  out  on  the 


basis  of  graiiritii>quent  suggestions  without  di.-< 
locating  put)ii(  husinest..  It  is  a  process  of  steady 
performan(  t .  v*,  ith  all  the  ImpHeatloas  taken  Into 
conslderaLlun 

Both  the  Civil  Servants  ot  the  province  and 
the  members  of  the  leoOhlnK  profeasioo  have 
already  been  subjected  to  reducti<ms  in  their 
salaries.  There  !■  ajiMUiad  thM  oaeHpiarter  of 
the  amount  of  the  annual  remuneration  which 
they  still  enjoy  sliould  be  sacrificed.  In  other 
words,  they  are  asked  to  submit  to  what  amounts 
to  a  twenty-five  per  cent  Income  tax.  The  de- 
mand is  a  preposterous  one;  it  is  the  epitome  of 
selfishness,  for  there  is  no  similar  proposal  affect- 
ing other  Incomes.  There  are  a  score  of  ways 
In  which  reduetkms  In  provincial  outlay  can  be 
effected  without  stabbing  the  Icnife  of  economy 
Into  services  that  have  already  made  sacrilices 
commensurate  with  thotar  status  In  the  life  of 
the  community.  It  Is  not  clear  what  either  the 
CivU  Service  or  tho  teacftlng  prolessluu  ha£  done 
thai  ti  should  be  singled  out  for  tnataieBi  of  the 

c-harartor  proposed  Neither  calling  has  been 
responsibly  for  either  economic  depression  or

MYSTERX  OF  STONSHENGC 

Historians  have  recorded  that  Stonehenge  on 
Salisbury  Plain,  Wiltshire,  was  erected  on  the 
advice  of  Merlin  by  AureUus  Ambroslus  in 
memory  of  460  Britons  who  were  murdered  by 
Hengist  the  Saxon  about  460.  The  date  of  the 
erection  is  set  as  SOO.  Another  conception  of  the 
origin  is  that  SlonehenKP  was  built  as  an  ancient 
temple  in  which  the  Cruids  officiated  and  where 
annual  BMOtlngs  were  held  and  laws  made.  Jus- 
tice administered  and  heinous  crimes  punished. 
More  BMdem  ideaa  have  cast  a  loi  of  doubt  on 
the  origin  of  Stonehenge,  and  an  official  visit 
paid  recently  by  a  number  of  archaeologists  to 
the  site  has  resulted  in  an  admission  that  all  evi- 
dence is  insufncient,  and,  as  Profeesor  MacAIlls- 
ter  says,  "we  shall  go  OB  OOBjOOtOrtag  UntU  the 
crack  of  doom." 

What  is  obvious  is  that  many  thousands  of 
hands  must  have  gone  to  the  building  of  Stone- 
henge. just  as  in  the  case  of  the  pyramids.  There 
is  a  similarity  in  the  structure  with  that  of 
eromle^M  found  throughout  Europe,  on  the  Asia- 
tic steppes  and  in  China  and  Peru.  The  Wiltshire 
structure  is,  however,  roughly-hewn  and  It  has 
shaped  capstoaos  Ji^nlag  the  pier*  together. 
One  student  of  the  craft  employed  pronouiwes  it 
"In  its  simple  grandeur  perhaps  the  most  ef- 
fective example  of  BMgallthle  art  ever  executed 
by  man  "  Commentators  agree  the  structure 
may  date  backtoihe  Stone  Age,  and  that  it  may 
be  as  reeoai  as  the  Roman  oocupatloa.  Aylett 
Saames,  Who  Uved  about  167$,  was  of  opinion 
that  it  was  built  by  the  Phoenlelans  and  dedi- 
cated to  Bad  of  Ashteroth.  General  oi^nlon  has 
accepted  the  pile  as  the  remains  of  a  shrine 
used  by  the  DruiciSi  but  there  is  no  certainty  of 
this,  itio  saDltoury  Plab  stnictvtu  iv  tadeod 
voiceless.  Modern  archeaologlcal  research  can 
throw  no  light  on  lU  origin.  The  race  that  erect- 
ed it  and  the  niknner  of  Its  bulUHng.  as  well  as 
its  purpo.se,  are  all  lost  in  the  misty  past  about 
which  there  is  only  conjecture  in  the  realm  of 
anUquarlaa  kM.

SIB  WILFRID  LAI  KIKK  AND 
EMPIRE  PREFEKENCE 

Sir,— Mr.  O.  J.  Mouat,  of  Oai^es, 
In  your  Issue  of  the  7th,  shows  sons 
displeasure  beeanse  X  failed  to  oiedlt 
the  late  Sir  Wilfrid  Laurier  with 
implementing,  "as  far  as  he  had  the 
power  as  a  Canadian  Prime  Min- 
ister, the  idea  of  preference  wiihin 
the  Empire." 

With  all  due  deferenoe  to  the 
opinion  'an  intelligent  reader  Iflee 
Mr.  Mouat.  I  rather  thtok  that  his- 
tory  shows  and  proves  exactly  tho 
revwse,  and  that,  instead  of  helping 
al<mg  the  cause  of  Empire  prefer- 
ence. Sir  Wilfrid,  with  his  futile 
gesture  of  Canadian  preference  on 
.some  British  good;;,  delayed  the  con- 
summation of  Chamberlain's  great 
idea  for  a  great  many  years,  and, 
further,  in  my  humtde  opinion,  if 
81r  Wilfrid  was  nlvw  the  PMne  Mta- 
Ister  of  Canada,  instead  of  .Mr.  Ben- 
nett, there  would  have  been  no  Im- 
plre  Conference,  resulting  In  the 
United  Kingdom  taxing  foreign 
foods  and  primary  products  and 
giving  an  all  round  preference  to 
Empire  products. 

It  wss  not  my  intentian  in  my 
letter  on  the  Bnplre  Ccofvence  to 

Wilfrid  Laurier.  and  I  refndned 
from  mentioning  his  name,  although 
incidentally  noting  the  attitude  of 
his  government  when  Canada  was 
referred  to  by  "Little  Englanders" 
of  Great  Hrltaln  as  being  opposed 
to  Empire  preferences.  However, 
Mr.  Mouat  appeals  to  history  to 
bolster  up  his  kioallstlc  oonceptioo 
of  that  departed  pubUe  man,  and  a 
short  review  of  historical  events 
should  prove  interesting. 

Upon  the  advent  to  power  of  Sir 
Wilfrid  and  hLs  friends  in  1896.  a 
commis-sion,  comjxieed  of  the  new 
Finance  Minister,  Mr.  Fielding,  and 
the  new  Minister  of  Customs,  Mr. 
Paterson,  was  appointed  to  go 
about  the  countrr  to  hcdd  sittings 
and  hear  evidence  and  opinions  and 
generally  to  find  out  what  the  peo- 
ple wanted  done  In  ccmnectlon  with 
tariff  matters.  Apparently  this  was 
necessary,  because  Liberals  in  the 
East  were  In  favor  of  continued 
tariff  protection  and  the  West 
wanted  a  lau'ge  measure  of  "free 
trade."  "as  they  had  it  in  Bigland." 
The  pttrty  had  then,  as  many  times 
since,  one  poUey  in  Isstem  Oueda 
and  a  diffegent  one  In  the  Frairle 
Provinces. 

It  was  my  privilege  tO  be  appoint- 
ed a  delegate  to  go  to  the  sitting 
held  in  Winnipeg,  and  there  to  wit- 
ness the  dramatic  Incident  of  Mr. 
Charles  Braithwaite,  the  leader  of 
the  Manitoba  and  Northwest  Terri- 
tories' Tatrons  ef  industry,"  advo- 
cattBf  some  form  of  empire  prefer- 
ence" and  warmly  asking  Mr.  Pleld- 
ing  to  shake  hands  i  which  he  did), 
because  of  some  indication  Mr. 
Fielding  had  given  of  having  some 
similar  ideas.  Mr.  Fielding  was  very 
properly  impressed  with  the  vote- 
getting  possibilities  of  this  almost 
new  idea  in  Canada,  and  being  him- 
self a  remarkably  logral  and  patri- 
otic man  no  doubt  was  largely  re- 
sponsible for  the  Incorporation  in 
his  1897  budget  of  a  slight  prefer- 
ence on  some  British  goods. 

Trade  statistics  thereafter  showed 
that  the  preference  had  no  appre- 
ciable effect  in  increasing  imports 
from  the  United  Kingdom,  because 
the  preferenoes  were  not  sufficient- 
ly great  or  did  not  apply  to  goods 
that  would  likely  be  hnported  with 
a  lower  tariff. 

However.  a.s  a  friendly  gesture  It 
was  R  noteworthy  Innovation,  and 
Jf  it  liad  been  followed  up  by  a  re- 
quest from  the  Canadian  Govern- 
ment that  the  United  Kingdom 
should  change  hsr  fisoal  pehoy  so 
that  she  eeuld  rsdpteeate  with 
preferential  treatment  to  Canada 
and  the  rest  of  the  Ehnpire,  the 
name  of  Sir  Wilfrid  Laurier  would 
have  gone  down  in  Canadian  and 
British  history  as  that  of  a  great 
and  honored  statesman,  whase 
memory  all  generations  would 
cherish  and  hold  in  reverence,  filr 
Wilfrid  tfM  nek  nss  te  the  great 
occasion. 

In  the  Old  Country  Joseph  Cham- 
berlain and  his  friends  had  made 
by  this  time  considerable  progress 
In  educatLng  the  British  people  to 
the  idea  tliai  the  future  .strength, 
unity  and  pros(>erlty  of  the  British 
Empire  demanded  a  change  in 
British  fiscal  policy  and  a  tariff 
policy  which  would  permit  her  to 
five  a  real  preference  to  all  Bnplre 
commodities.  It  was  hoped  that  the 
next  Empire  OonfSrenee  would  lead 
up  to  or  pave  the  way  for  such  a 
result.  Canada,  as  one  of  the  prin- 
cipal countries  of  the  Empire,  wa^ 
regarded  as  holding  something  of  a 
key  position. 

What  will  Canada  do?  WIU  Can- 
ada ask  for  a  preferenoe  lif  return 
for  her  preferenoe?  Those  were  the 
euesttons  esked  by  thtakiiig  people 
in  Great  Britain  and  ether  ports 
of  the  Anpire. 

These  que.s'^lon.s  were  answered  in 
person  by  Sir  Wilfrid  when  he  at- 
tended the  next  Empire  Cor.ference. 
In  effect,  he  said:  What  we  give, 
we  give  freely;  and  we  ask  for 
nothing  in  return.  Net  one  word 
did  he  say  in  favev 
which  has  Just 
fuUv  brought  aboot  at  the  OIU«a 
conference,  namely,  preferential 
trade  within  and  throughout  the 
Empire  Not  one  word  to  encourage 
those  who  were  fighting  for  this 
.splendid  Ideal  In  the  Old  Country, 
Australia  and  New  Zealand.  The 
conference  was  abortive,  as  it  was 
boaad  la  N  aflsf  m  WUMfs  dec- 
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controled  and  edit4«d  by  the  Liberal 
member  for  Llagar,  Uie  late  R.  L, 
RlcliHi  iL^' >n  stattsl  tluit  .s  me  of 
the  ne w.vjxaiiers  in  the  pro  uk.c  of 
QurtMH-  navt  -crfyltf'  to  .Sir  Wilfrid 
for  btKkliiK  ijrt-.'f rentlal  trade  willi- 
Ib  the  Anpirt'  niey  were  not  very 
mush  hi  error  exospi  la  oocnmen- 
datlen  for  .  the  deet.

Tucked  inside  Ls 
a  roll  of  film  which,  when  compared 
to  other  rolls  of  film  taken  at 
Marchfield,  Cal..  wiU  teU  the  scien- 
tific world  whether  the  coemic  ny 
is  affected  by  the  earth'a  Magnetic 
Pole. 

Dr.  Milllkan  was  accompanied  by 
hla  assistant.  Professor  Victor 
Meher.  of  the  California  Institute 
of  Technology,  who  has  assisted  him 
with  experiments  at  Cormorant 
Lake.  The  Journey  from  the  lake 
to  The  Pas  was  made  by  gas  car 
An  old  stone  quarry  along  the  Hud- 
son Bay  RaUway  line  caught  their 
eye  on  the  Journey  in.  A  halt  was 
made  and  both  spent  nearly  an  hour 
examining  various  stonr.v  They 
showed  deep  Interest  and  brought 
several  samples  away  wltli  them.

His  Lordship  several  months  ago 
dealt  with  Sir  Walter  Scott  as  a 
poet  and  last  night  he  explained 
that  the  novelist  vras  too  modest  a 
man  to  continue  his  poetical  works 
once  Lord  Byron's  sun  rose  above 
the  horizon  Scott's  career  as  a 
novelKst  began  when  his  career  as 
a  poet  ended,  the  speaker  said,  ex- 
plaining that  the  novelist  felt  him- 
self unable  to  matsk  ths  staadsrd 
set  by  Lord  Byron. 

LITERARY  8HR1NB 
rhere  were  contemixjrary  writers 
who  criticised  Sir  Walter  Scutt  for 
commercializing  his  art,  but  these 
men  later  retracted  their  early 
criticism.  Scott's  destte  for  wealth 
was  a  reasonable  one.  Hl.s  Lord.shlp 
explained.  He  wLslied  to  enshruie 
tho.se  dream.s  of  t>aKeimtry  of  the 
l>ast  in  a  romance  of  Ins  own  that 
might  be  carried  forward  to  pos- 
terity. Thus  it  was  that  he  estab- 
lished Abbotsford  and  w«*«nft^ynf^f  « 
baronetcy  wbkM  today  stands  as  a 
shrine  to  one  of  the  most  prolific 
and  beautiful  writers  of  flettOB  in 
the  history  of  the  world. 

When  Scott  abandoned  poetry  he 
started  a  line  of  books  that  made 
tiim  the  father  of  romantic  novels 
that  dominated  Europe  for  half  a 
century,  the  spsakar  aald.  Re  east 
a  glaoienr  of  strange  lUuslveneas 
and  beauty  over  everything  he 
touched  and  ca.st  a  spell  over  the 
untamed,  rugged  country  which  he 
loved  .so  much.  He  wrote  with  great 
rapidity,  with  glad  animal  energy. 
He  wrote  more  in  ten  years  than 
Dickeaa  did  in  twenty.  Bis  Ijsed- 
ship  dseiarsd. 

BALANf  En  PROSE 
Where  will  one  find  such  well 
balanced  prose  and  dletion  aa  Is  con- 
tained In  his  books.  Yet  he  scarcely 
ever  reread  ttiem  for  his  publishers. 
All  came  hot  from  an  anvil  tluitaras 
never  allowed  to  cool 

"There  is  beauty  and  harmony  in 
well  chosen  words  and  I  am  willing 
to  match  his  sentences  with  any 
other  author,"  His  Lordship  atated. 
Scott  wrote  to  earn  BMney  to  bsvest 
in  ths  easlls  e(  Ills  ' 


Mentally  tired 
from  year.s  of  pxertiA>n.  Scott  died  at 
the  writing  desk  where  he  wrote 
most  of  his  novels.  Suffering  from 
the  halucination  that  he  still  had  a 
debt  to  pay,  he  asked  for  pen  and 
paper  and  was  guided  to  his  dSsk 
in  a  feeble  condition.  Tliere  he 
collapsed,  leaving  behind  a  store  of 
novels  that  will  fascinate  the  world 
for  centuries  to  come.

the  dingy.  When  Sumner  was  swept 

away.  McInnls  heard  his  cry  for 
help  and  plunged  in  after  them.

Unf  ortunatdy.  thoae  days  have  gone 
with  depression  and  OMdem  phjrsiol- 
ogy  and  Prenrhmen  have  saerlfloed 
roimded  contours  for  fatter  purses 
and  loofer  lives. 

CHcrs  ruDK 
In  most  restatirants  the  ehefs 
prided  thenuelve.<;  in  the  range  and 
beauty  of  their  hors  d'oeuvres.  They 
would  present  that  trinity  of  PYench 
gastronomy,  hard-boiled  eggs,  pota- 
toes and  tomatoes,  in  a  doaen  forms 
and  then  bring  on  twenty  forms  of 
pigs.
